number, nre better protected from annoy- 
ances of arrest, as the property they steal 
pan be more readily put in shape to prevent 
identification, and when so changed ia jnet 
aa available for disposal and profit.

risk of horse-stealing is not great, 
us ia 


proved by the fact that very few thieves are 
discovered in the act of stealing and not 
many in the aggregate are caught with the 
property in their possession. The arrest of 
an expert tbief is usually brought about by 
his betrayal by some one with whom he has 
been in collusion, who, through fear of the 
law himself, "gives away" the man he has 
dealt with. 


There is at tbo present time throughout 


New England n very complete and extensive 
organization of professional horse-thieves, 
who have regular headquarters nnd are as 
well known to each other ns man engaging 
in any honorable enterprise. In many cases 
livery men bearing fair reputations wink at 
the traffic in stolen horses, because they oan 
recruit their stables at prices much below 
market values ; and in others, proprietors 
of liveries are in close connection with the 
thieves and mnko a business out of them, 
keeping up appearances as legitimate stable- 
men only to deceive tho public. And it 
would be a curious subject of inquiry to fol- 
low the horse-thief, leaving horses to sell 
along the country highways and among 
farmers and others, and jot down the names 
of men of fair repute in the community who 
will consent So buy or trade without ashing 
any questions, consciously knowing that the 
property they are getting could not be lion-
